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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because:- The prior position of record is maintained 
because the amended claims recite essentially the same subject matter as was previously claimed. Also, the applicant argues that a 
dictionary is selected based on a plurality of factors and that Edatsune (US 5,802,488) only relies on a single factor (elapsed time) for 
dictionary selection (Amendment, Page 11). In response, the examiner points out that Edatsune discloses that substitute dictionaries 
can be selected as a function of age or a recognition number (prior Office action, Page 4; and Edatsune, Col. 11, Lines 8-32). Thus, 
Edatsune discloses that a selection of a substitute dictionary for speech synthesis can be a function of a plurality of single alternate 
factors, but not a combination of factors. Surace et al (US 6,144,938), however, discloses that a combination of multiple factors can be 
used for selecting speech synthesis data (Prior OA, Page 4) for the benefit of providing an interactive personality suited to a particular 
user's needs (Prior OA, Page 5). Although the specific combination of factors (i.e., a plurality of behavioral and emotional state factors- 
see specification, Page 10) utilized by the applicants' invention for selecting a substitute dictionary for speech synthesis may differ from 
those taught by Edatsune and Surace, the combination of such factors are not recited in the presently claimed invention. The examiner 
additionally points out that an amendment to the present claims including these specific factors may overcome the prior art of record. 
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
